London Tabernacle, Lancaster Gate 
W., Oct. 22.—Pastor Russell spoke 
here twice yesterday to large audi- 
ences. We report one of the discourses 
which treated on the difference be 
tween human and Divine standaras 
of measurement. He said in part:— 

When we were children the day? 
were longer and the years seemed in- 
terminable. The holidays of the year 
stood out before us prominently, but 
seemed seldom to recur. Gradually 
all this changed as we reached the 
zenith of our energy. Now the days 
chase each other and we marvel at 
the brevity of life. How God regards 
time we might not know if He had 
not revealed the matter in His Word 
As we read, “A thousand years in 
Thy sight are but as yesterday,” and 
“A day with the Lord is as a thou- 
sand years.” Our minds assent—1! 
mitst be And God's people are 
blessed in proportion as they are able 
to take | Divine viewpoint of life 
and al] « affairs. 

From ti. Divine standpoint, then, 


so 


we see that the six thousand years of | 


earth’s history, from Adam’s day uutil 


now, are merely the work-day portion 
of a great week whose Seventh Day or 


Sabbath of a thousand years is “the 
day of Christ.”” “the last day,” the 
day of judgment” or trial for the 
world; the day in which ‘every knee 
shall bow and every tongue consess to 
the glory of God"; the day in which 
“the righteous shall flourish and the 
evil-doers shall be cut off in the See- 
ond Death”; the day during which 
God will “pour out His Spirit upon all 


flesh,” as He now grants it to His 
servants and handmaidens 
In the Divinely arranged custom 


of the Jews the new day began at sun- 
set. Thus we are in the evening or 
beginning of . » great Seventh Day of 
the Divine Week — the day which 
means so much of blessing, uplifting, 
privilege, opportunity of Divine favor 
to our race through Messiah's glorious 
Kingdom, which throughout th.s Sev- 
enth Day will reign “from sea to sea 
and from the river to the ends of the 
earth,”’ putting down everything con- 
trary to the Divine standards and up- 
lifting the world of mankind (bought 
with the precious blood at Calvary) 
from sin, meanness, degradation and 
the tomb—up, up, up, step by step to 
human perfection in a_ world-wide 
Eden.

And even the comparatively few who 
have gained eminence and whose vic- 
tories are most loudly extolled in hu- 
man history have fallen also—many of 
them in the very prime of life—all of 
them in comparative childhood. Why 
is it that a man should not live for a 
hundred years when we have the Di- 
vine assurance that even under the

death for 930 yeurs—so vigorous was 
his constitution? 

From the Divine standpoint the chil- 
dren of Adam, born in sin, shapen in 
iniquity, of a few days and full of 
trouble, fall asleep in death — like 
children wearied in their play; albeit 
it is a play grim with tragedy, in 
which each actor performs his part 
most realistically. 

From the Divine standpoint human 
ambition and str.fe and energy are 
accomplishing a useful purpose, even 
though the efforts are usually selfish 
and often brutish. The lessons now 
being learned by Adam's children wil! 
not all be lost. The greater mellow- 
ness of heart and broader views uf 
.the majority of those who have thus 
battled selfishly for even fifty years 
suggests that, as a whole, our race 
might do better work in a second cen- 
tury than in the first. Moreover, the 
Scriptures indicate that the great dra- 
ma of sin, selfishness and passion 
being enacted by humanity is furnish- 
ing a lesson to angelle hosts respect- 
ing the exceeding sinfulness of sin— 
‘its downward tendency — its bitter 
‘fruit and the hopelessness of any to 


‘escape therefrom except by Divine 
assistance. 
The forbidden fruit of Eden was 


jfrom the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil. Doubtless the Creator 
weuld eventually have given a ful! 
knowledge of both good and evil to our 
first parents. They were merely for- 
bidden un immediate plunge into 
knowledge to their own disadvantage. 
Craving knowledge before its due time, 
Mother Eve disobeyed her Maker and 
enticed her husband also into dis- 
obedience. The result has been that 
instead of learning the philosophy of 
good at first and of evil later, they 
and their race have been precipitated 
into lessons respecting evil first, with 
the knowledge of g to come later. 

The holy angels, who have never 
transgressed the Divine law, have 
continually the lesson of good—an ap- 
breciution of the Divine character, the 
} rinciples of righteousness, ete. Their 
essons in respect to evil they are 
gaining by observation instead of by 
experience—the way recommended to 
our first parents by the Creator, but 
in their ignorance rejected. 

But Gou ioreknew the course which 
His human children would take un 
der the intluence of temptation; He 
foreknew that they would fall into sir 
and therefore would experience its 

malty, sorrow, pain and death. 

fhile His eye has pitied His poor 
creatures tor s.x thousand years, nev- 
ertheless He has allowed His great 
original Plan of the Ages to move 
along slowly to a grand climax—the 
Plan which He purposed in Himself

world. 

That climax in human affairs, we 
believe, is rear at hand. It marks @ 
great change in Dispensation. The 
six thousand years, the reign of sin 
and death, are to be completed by a 
terrible time of trouble which might 
not improperly be termed the natural 
result of human selfishness (sin) op- 
erating under the influence of the 
great principles of the New Dispensa- 
tion now being ushered in. Selfish-

| forees of humanity, labor unions, ete. 
| The head-on collision which thinking 
| people foresee, and which the Scrip- 
| tures graphically portray, will give to 
| society an earthquake shock; more 
| than this, the graphic picture is of a 
world-conflagrat.on whica will involve 
the heavens, or ecclesiastical powers, 
and the mountains, or kingdoms of 
| the world. The picture would be too 
terrible to paint, and useless as well, 
were it not for the silver lining to the 
cloud, 

The awful shock which God's people 
are warned to avoid so far as possible 
by following peace—peace and benevo- 
lence—will merely prepare the way 
for the glorious biessings of the great 
Seventh Day, in which man will rest 
| from his own schemes and endeavors 
| and come fully under the control of 
the great King, Messiah, whose rule 
of rignteousness for human uplift has 
been prophetically pictured for cen- 
turies. 

Still looking from the Divine stand- 
point at the six great thousand-year 
days in which sin and death have 
| reigned, we perceive that one effect 
has been as foretoid to Mother Eve,

ly to the race: To Abraham He said, 
All the families of the earth I will 
bless—through thee and through thy 
| Seed. That message, followed in Is- 
rael by the giving of the Law Cove- 
nant, has been the Light of the world. 
For eighteen centuries it was the only 
light of hope, of prospect. Then, in 
partial fulfiliment of that promise, 
came Jesus, the first practical expres- 
sion of Divine love and pity for our 
raze. No longer would God content 
| Hiinself merely with promises. He 
| woulu now begin the work of human 
| rescue, 

| But if any hoped that world-wide 
blessings would immediately spring 
up as the result of Jesus’ work, he 
was mistaken. On the contrary, Jesus 
Himself was combated by the Prince 
of darkness and his deluded subjects 
And the same principle has obtained 
| for nearly two thousand years — all 
| followers of Jesus have been obliged 
| to take up thejr cross and suffer for 
| righteousness, for godliness, in 
| midst of a crooked and perverse peo 
| ple, amongst whom they have shone 
as lights and whom, to some extent, 
| they have assisted in enlightening, 
| civilizing, ete. 

Thus the six days of the week, so 


is concerned, have all been dark days. 

The lights which God provided in His 
| followers have been as candles set 
upon candlesticks. They have indeed 
reproved the darkness, but they have 
been powerless to scatter it. Nor did 
God so intend. His _ declaration 
through the Prophet is, ‘Weeping may 
endure for the night, but joy cometh 
jin the morning.” (Psalm xxx, 5.) 
| Again, “Darkness covers the earth, 

ross darkness the people’; but “the 
} Bun of Righteousness shall arise with 
healing in His beams.’’—Isaiah Ix, 2; 
Malachi iv, 2. 

This promised Sun of Righteousness 
which 1s to scatter the darkness of 
earth, we are told distinctly, consists 
of Jesus and those who have walked 
in His footsteps throughout this Gos- 
pel Age. These, approved of the Fa- 
ther, will be glorified beyond the veil 


immortality. Then speedily these will 
“shine forth as the Sun in the King- 
dom of their Father.”” (Matthew xii, 
43.) This will mean the ushering in 
of the great Seventh Day—Messiah’'s 
Day. 

From this Divine viewpoint God is 
not slack concerning His promises. 
| Only six days of the week have yet 


which the great Mediator between God 


and imen will assume Mis Kingdom 
powers iz just at hand. Instead of 
thinking that God is neglecting and 
fo.getting to fulfill the Messianic pro- 
mises, we should with the eyes of 
fiith reeiize that He is working all 
things according to the counsel of His 
own will, We should consider the mat- 
| ter from the standpoint that God haz 
exercised great patience with human- 
ity in not blotting out the race; He 
has been long-suffering. And this as-

The Air In London's “Tube.” 

A series of scientific tests to deter- 
mine the actual im)rovement in the 
atmosphere obtained in the Central 
| London tube railway through tne in- 
} stallation of the ozonair system ot 
ventilation, says The London Daily 
Mail, have been begun by’*W. J. Dib- 
}din, anaiytical chemist, of Howick 
place, S.w. At present the 
is in full working order at the Bank 
and Chancery lane stations only, the 
work of installing plants throughout 
the rest of the line having been de- 
}layed by the recent labor troubles. 
|Samples of air have been taken both 
inside and outside Chancery lane sta- 
}tion, and aiso at the platforin level 
|at Shepherd’s Bash Stat.on, where the 
}new ventilators have not yet been 
installed, 

“Measure of the actual quantity 
of ozone in the outside air, and the air 
at the two stations, are not being 
made on account of the unstable char- 
acter of ‘ozone,’"’ Mr, Dibdin explain.

It was stated with regard to 
rural telephones, that 4 petition had 
been got up by Mr. Schettler to 
have a line established west of 
Strathmore, but that a reply had 
been received from the Government 
Stating that there were not enough 
subscribers forthe mileage of wire 
required. 

Mr. Kiln asked regarding a phone 
line that he and a number of other 
farmers had subscribed for and 

d4gned contricts, and of which they 

(heard nothing since, but was 
fformed that this was being hand- 
led privately, and not through the 
Union. 

DEMURRAGE 

Mr. T. H. Buckerfie d, spoke on 
the question of demurrage on freig it 
cars, and said he thougtie the Qaion 
should support a petition which was 
being laid before the railway com 
mission by the coal dealers of the 
west for an extention of the time 
during which a car could lie at a 
Station without being chirged de- 
murrage. Uhis was a ma‘ter which 
interested the farmers very much, 
as they had a large quantity of 
grain to ship, and it meght take 
them a little tm: to get it un'oad- 
ed. The secretary stated that the 
subject would be brought before 
railway commission on their 
Mext visit to the west by Mr. 
Fream, the Union's general secre- 
tary. 

IRRIGATION 

Mr. Sorenson said that he had 
not much to report at the present 
time regarding the irrigation com- 
mittee, but they were working, and 
would have something to make pub- 
lic before long. They were think- 
ing of having a general meeting ot 
representatives of all the Unions in 
the Irrigated districts in Alberta 
before long. 

HAIL INSURANCE 
Considerable discussion took place 
regarding this, and it was stated 
that steps would be taken to make 
it a prominent question at the an- 
nual conference of the Union to be 
held at Calgary in January. 

Mr. Boissevain said that the 
farmers of Alberta should try to 
combine with the labor unions, the 
direct legislation league, and other 
bodies interested in the principle of 
direct legislation, as the farmers ot 
California were doing, and push 
the passing of direct legislation in- 
to the statute book.

The Chinese Empire in the Throes of 
Revolution 


London.—A special from Pekin says 
2,000 soldiers of the third and sixth 
divisi#ns and the second mixed bri- 
gade, composing the second army for 
the Yangtse campaign, have given the 
vegent the opinion of accepting im- 
mediately their demands for a com- 
plete constitutional government, or, 
ailing, an attack on Pekin from their 
station at Lanchau, which is within 
striking distance of the capital. 

The national assembly at a secret 
session endorsed the terms and form- 
ally memorialized them to the throne. 
fhe demands are prefaced by the de- 
slaration that the troops will uphold 
the dynasty if the provisions set forth 
are granted. The demands include 
-he promulgation of a parliament with 
power to revise the constitution of the 
wmy and navy special bill, that the 
‘mperor no longer shall have absolute 
power with respect to life and death; 
that political prisoners shall be pard- 
med; that a responsible cabinet and 
yremier shall be chosen by the assem- 
yy, and that a royalty’ forever shall 
ve ineligible to serve in the cabinet. 
The presentation of the me. .orial 
vaused a great sensation at the pal- 
ice. 

A telegram received from Admiral 
Sah, according to the same despatch, 
says that the navy will desert unless 
chere is a political change. 

A despatch from Hankow says the

CANADA AND EMPIRE 


EARL GREY TELLS OF DOMIN- 
1ON’S ENTERPRISING PEOPLE 


Canada Will Some Day Be the Dom- 
inant Factor of the Empire, Says 
Eari Grey in an Interview in Lon- 
don, England—Canada’s Natural 
Resources, Her Enterprising Peo- 
ple and Her Great Railway Sys- 
tem Assure This. 


London.—Earl Grey, speaking to a 
group of newspaper men, said that 
Canada would one day be the domin- 
ant factor of the empire. 

“Her natura) resources, her enter- 
prising people, and her great railways 
assure that consummation,’ he de- 
clared. 

“And there is one lesson Canada 
will soon teach us,” remarked his ex- 
cellency. ‘‘There, as elsewhere, the 
cost of living has increased, and be- 
cause the primary necessities haven't 
kept pace with the needs and growth 
of the population the new government 
will not be content with extending the 
area of settlement for cultivation. 

“The indifferent farmer, who merely 
scratches the soil, is not unknown in 
Canada, and it has been demonstrated 
in the province of Ontario that it 
could double the crops without adding 
an acre to the farms, by more intense 
cultivation. 

“This will benefit every class, 

“Canada is also well equipped for 
the work of her agricultural colleges, 
which are practical institutions, man- 
aged by experts in every branch of 
agriculture who are ready to give help 
and advice to any settler, wherever he 
may be from. 

“The Canadian system,” further re- 
marked Earl Grey, “of educating the 
farmer, might be adopted with im- 
mense advantage in the United King- 
dom.’ 

Two other reforms which impressed 
Earl Grey was the civil service com- 
mission, which has affected a per- 
manent and beneficial change in civil 
service. 

He said this bill will improve the 
administration and avoid needless ex- 
pense.

CONVICTED BANKER DEAD 


John R. Walsh of Chicago One Time 
Powerful Financier, Dies After 
a Week's Freedom 

Chicago.—John R. Walsh, former 
banker, publisher and railroad owner, 
released from the Leavenworth Feder- 
al penitentiary died a week afterwards 
Mr. Walsh had been 
in bed most of the time since his ar- 
rival here from Leavenworth, Oct, 15. 

He had been attended constantly 
by physicians. 

Reports that Mr. Walsh was in fail- 
ing health during his incarceration 
had been denied at the penitentiary. 
On his release it was plain that he 
had aged and he gave up his plans for 
resumption of his position as financial 
leader and took to his bed. 

Five years ago, John R. Walsh was 
one of the chief financial magnates 
of Chicago, As the head of ofe of the 
great national banks of the city, he 

romoted many ventures requiring 
arge amounts of -capital. Among 
other things he owned the Daily 
Chronicle of Chicago, which lost 
many millions during its 15 years’ 
service. His undoing was the result 
of an effort to bolster up a radial rail- 
way scheme. He placed the railway 
securities for 25,000,000 in his bank as 
collateral for the advancement of that 
amount of capital, When the bubble 
burst he was arrested for violation of 
the national banking act, and after 
a lengthy tial was given an indeterm- 
inate sentence n Leavenworth federal 
penitentiary. 


SOME SMOKE STATISTICS 


Canadians Are Dinking and Smoking 
More Than Ever 


Ottawa, Ont.—Canada’s consump- 
tion of liquors and tobueco shows a 
marked increase for the past _fiseal 
year. The per capita consumption of 
spirits was .859 gallons, against .815 
gallons in 1910; that of beer was 5,454 
gallons, as gainst 5,276 gallons; that 
of wine .104 gallons, as against .097 
gallons; while tobacco used grew from 
2,925 Ibs. per capita to 3.011 Ibs. 

The total quantity of tobacco 
smoked was 18,903,322 pounds, against 
17,961,279 pounds in 1910 and 17,217,710 
pounds in 1909, 

Cigarettes smoked show an enorm- 
ous total of 585,935,370, against 441,- 
095,138 in 1910 and 356,756,130 in 1909. 

Cigars smoked numbered 27,585,692, 
as compared with 205,820,351 in 1910 
and 192,105,371 in 1909.

THE LUMBER CUT OF B. C. 


Bulletin of Statistics Collected by 
Forestry Branch of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior 


Winnipeg.—The following bulletin 
in regard to the lumber cut in British 
Columbia, has been issued by the for- 
estry branch of the department of the 
interior: ne 

The rapid exploitation of lumber in 
British Columbia, is increasing yearly 
and almost made this province the 
equal of Ontario in point of lumber 
production during 1910. Statistics of 
the Dominion lumber eut for 1910, col- 
lected by the forestry branch of the 
department of the interior, state that 
one billion, six hundred and twenty 
million feet of lumber worth nearly 
twenty-five million dollars was cut in 
British Columbia in 1910. 

As a result of great increased cut- 
ting in the fir and cedar forests, the 
total amount cut was more than doub- 
led in one year. In 1909 the British 
Columbia cut constituted one-fifth of 
the total; in 1910 the proportion form- 
ed by, the Western province was one- 
third, and it iseeed only forty-five 
million feet of surpassing the cut in- 
Ontario. Seven important softwoods 
make up over 99 per cent. of the cut 
British Columbia—Douglas fir , cedar, 
western yellow pine, tamarack,e | 
spruce, hemlock and jack pine. Near- 
ly forty-five per cent, of the total was 
made up by Dougias fir. This species 
was cut in 1910 to the extent of near- 
ly seven hundred and twenty million 
feet and had the largest actual in- 
crease shown by any species—an_in- 
crease of nearly twe hundred and fifty 
million feet. Cedar composed one 
fitth of the total and was the second 
wood in magnitude of cut. The three 
hundred and fifteen million feet of 
this species cut was an increase of two! 
hundred and seventeen million feet 
over the 1909 production. The cut of | 
yellow pine, amounting to one hun- 
dred and eighty-three million feet, 
was nearly six times as much as the 
amount cut in sixth place in import-| 
ance among the lumber producing) 
trees of Canada,

the Winnipeg board of trade, to be al- 
lowed to cancel section D of the ex- 
press classification rates covering al- 
manacs, printed books, calendars, 
periodicals, cards, catalogues, insur- 
ance forms, maps, posters, 
music, programmes, and similar print- 
ed matter generally. 

What the companies applied for was 
to bring all these classes of matter 
under the merchandise rates, which 
would mean a minimum charge of 25¢ 


instead of 10c, the limit weight being | 


Sibs. for each package. Hi the appli- 
cation of the express companies had 
been granted, it would have meant the 
raising of the minimum charge from 
Winnipeg to Brandon, Regina, or 
Saskatoon, from 0c to 25c and to 
Edmonton and Calgary from 10¢ to 
30c, The rates would have been in- 
creased proportionately up to the 5lb.
